As  this  hot  summer  draws  to  a close  and  the  ANA  convenes  in  Boston,  i 
too  have  a report  to  submit  on  my  recent  viz\>.6  ae.d  tours  thru  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and:  Printing  here  in  Washington,  D.C.  First,  I 
must  thank  those  with  whom  I spoke  and  questioned  and  who  were  ex- 
tremely helpful.  You  have  answered  many  of  my  questions  and  I hope 
to  be  able  to  relay  the  information  accurately  to  all  Paper  Money 
Collectors. 


I began  my  project  while  escorting  some  relatives  around  Washington  • * 
on  a sight  seeing  tour.  When  we  arrived  at  the  B,E,P.  facilities, 
we  joined  the  line  of  vacationers  waiting  for  the  tour  of  the  building, 
I found  that  the  tour  is  explained  to  the  tourist  by  the  use  of 
information  piped  in  through  a public  address  System,  The  informa- 
tions is  repeated  over  and  over  so  if  you  do  not  catch  it  on  the 
first  go  around,  all  you  need  do  is  wait  until  it  is  repeated  again. 

The  information  is  pertinent  to.  each  area  of  interest  along  the  tour. 

The  first  area  is  an  area  overlooking  a large  printing  machine, 
which  was  being  used  to  print  the  "Boston  Tea  Party  Stamp".  Next  an 
area  where  the  presidential  invitations,  portraits  and  citations 
for  meritorious  service  for  the  navy  were  being  printed  and  checked. 
There  were  also,  some  storage  areas  for  these  items. 

As  we  entered  the  second  wing,  we  viewed  the  machinery  which  was  busy 
printing  the  backs  of  the  one  dollar  notes.  Ne'xt,  another  printing  . 
machine,  which  was  adding  the  faces  of  th  one  dollar  notes  to  the 
sheets,  which  had  the  backs  already  printed.  We  watched  as  the 
machinery  over  printed  some  of  the  sheets  and  the  operate  caught  and 
removed  the  error  before  it  had  gene  any  further.  There  was  also  a 
large  staging  area  lo.cated-.heay  where  stacks  and  stacks  of  printed 
and  unprinted  sheets  of  paper  were  stored.  Each  stack  was  labeled  as 
to  how  much  money  was  represented  by  the  large  pile.  It  was  a very 
impressive  sight  to  see.  In  the  same  wing  there  were  some  cutting 

operations  taking  place.  In  the  third  area,  they  were  busy  number- 

ing some  of  the  tens  and  twenty  dollar  notes.  They  were  also  packing 
and  cutting  in  this  area.  In  the  last  area  on  the  tour  is  by  far 
the  area  with  the  most  activity  to  be  observed.  It  is  the  checking 
and  inspection  area.  Here,  you  will  watch  as  they  inspect  uncut 
sheets  of  notes  for  errors  and  damage.  After  this  inspection  the 
sheets  are  sent  back  to  the  printing  are  for  the  numbering  process 
and  after  the  numbers  are  added,  they  are  returned  for  a final  in- 
spection and  cutting.  The  notes  are  then  banded,  counted  and  packaged 
for  shipment. 

Brief  history  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing.  This  is  a very 
interesting  and  helpful  item  which  describes  most  of  the  points  of 
interest  within  the  B.E.P.  It  covers  currency  and  postage  stamp 
printing  operations  and  some  general  information. 

After  my  first  tour  of  the  facilities,  I had  some  questions  and  called 
some  of  the  officials  at  the  B.E.P.  My  seepnd  tour  was  arranged  and 
scheduled  for  the  13th  of  August"'  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  in- 
formation on  the  C.O.P.E.  equipment.  Because  very  little  information 
has  been  released  on  C.O.P.E.,  I felt  that  I might  be  able  to  obtain

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some  new  and  useful  information  for  all  of  the  Rag  Pickers. 

After  proper  identification,  I was  escorted  to  the  Currency  Overprint- 
ing and  Processing  Equipment  (C.O.P.E. ) Area  and  introduced  to  the 
equipment,  many  Rag  Pickers  may  not  realize  it,  but  the  C.O.P.E.  is 
a machine  which  does  many  of  the  manual  duties  formerly  done  by 

B. E.P.  personnel.  It  is  an  automated  system  which  speeds  up  the 
overprinting,  cutting,  banding,  sorting  and  packaging  processes  by 
having  one  machine  do  all  of  these  jobs  rather  than  have  many  in- 
dividuals do  the  same  jobs  less  efficiently.  This  equipment  uses 
the  same  preprinted  one  dollar  sheets  with  one  exception.  These 
sheets  are  fed  into  the  machine  in  two  16  subject  sheets  rather 
than  one  32  subject  sheet.  This  is  done  so  that  the  machine  can 
sort  and  assemble  the  finished  product  correctly.  After  the  sheets 
are  fed  into  the  machine  the  process  begins.  First  the  sheets  are 
overprinted  with  serial  numbers  and  seals,  counted  and  assembled 
into  100  sheet  piles.  The  machine  then  sends  these  piles  to  another 
area  where  the  piles  are  fed  alternately  into  a cutting  device. 

The  notes  are  first  cut  horizontally  and  then  vertically.  There  are 
now  16  individual  stacks  of  100  notes  each.  The  machine  then  sends 
each  stack  in  a predetermined  order  to  the  banding  area.  Here  the 
individual  stack  of  100  notes  is  wrapped  and  labeled.  The  next  step 
is  to  feed  the  packs  of  notes  into  the  drum  area  where  they  are 
assembled  into  columns. of  40  packs  each.  They  are  then  banded  and 
packaged  into  bricks  of  4,000  notes  each.  They  are  then  removed  from 
the  machine  and  made  ready  for  the  shipment  to  the  storage  vaults  or 
to  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  for  distribution. 

As  this  process  is  done  by  electronic  and  computerized  controls, 
many  of  the  manual  steps  are  eliminated  and  the  final  inspection  is 
unnecessary.  The  C.O.P.E.  operation  is  scheduled  on  a 24  hour, 

7 day  per  week,  52  week  per  year  basis,  except  for  maintenance.  The 
machine  is  in  continuous  operation  and  is  said  to  produce  20  per  cent 
of  the  $1.00  FRN  output  of  the  B.E.P.  The  C.O.P.E.  operation  has 
one  machine  at  present  and  this  machine  is  used  only  for  the  one 
dollar  notes  of  the  regular  federal  reserve  issue.  No  star  notes 
have  ever  been  processed  thru  this  equipment. 

Other  denominations  have  not  yet  been  printed  using  this  method. 

Future  machines  may  be  procured  and  used  for  these  operations,  but 
at  present  the  one  machine  that  the  B.E.P.  has  in  operation  is  only 
programed  for  the  one  dollar  notes.  A complete  listing  of  the 

C. O.P.E,  note  printings  is  included  with  this  article,  which  is  com- 
plete thru  the  1st.  of  August  1973. 

The  C.O.P.E.  machine  is  set  to  operate  up  to  the  serial  number  of  \ 

99  840  000  only.  Notes  necessary  to  complete  the  run  to  the  number 
99  999  999  are  not  replaced  by  Star  Notes  as  some  originally  thought, 
but  are  printed  on  convential  equipment  and  sent  to  the  vaults  with 
the  other  notes. 

While  I asked  many  questions  and  received  many  fine  answers,  I had 
accomplished  what  I had  come  for  and  thanked  all  who  had  helped.  I 
was  then  allowed  to  get  a closer  look  at  some  of  the  other  areas 
within  the  building.  I was  guided  to  the  area  where  the  conven- 
ventional.  methods  were  in  use  and  I had  the  opportunity  to  view  at 
first  hand  the  whole  operation.  I also,  asked  many  questions  to 
which  I received  valuable  replys.

At  our  recent  informal  meeting  of  the  PMCM  during  the  82nd  ANA  > 
Convention  in  Boston,  Mass,  the  question  arose  as  to  why  $100,00 
Red  Seal  Notes  are  printed  and  distributed  by  our  government. 

Perhaps  the  following  will  enlighten  some  of  our  members:  Red  Seal 
Notes,  also  called  "Legal  Tender  Notes"  and  "Greenbacks",  have  a very 
fascinating  history. 

During  the  War  between  the  States,  Congress,  in  1862,  passed  the 
Legal  Tender  Act,  authorizing  150  million  dollars  of  these  notes  to 
be  issued  to  meet  the  wartime  crisis. 

This  currency  was  not  backed  by  either  gold  or  silver,  hence  the 
name  "Greenbacks".  These  notes  were  demands  by  the  government  that 
the  people  of  the  United  States  use  them  for  all  public  and  private 
debts.  Not  being  backed  by  any  specie,  people  were  reluctant  to 
accept  them. 

Well,  by  the  end  of  the  war,  about  400  million  dollars  were  in 
circulation,  and  after  legal  action  promoted  by  citizens  of  the 
country,  » the  government  was  forced  to  discontinue  the  issue.  Never- 
theless when  they  were  recalled,  only  about  54  million  dollars  were, 
turned  in.  The  American  people  had  a change  of  heart  and  were  willing 
to  continue  to  use  them,  giving  the  government,  so  to  speak,  a vote 
of  confidence. 

Because  of  this,  the  Act  of  I878  was  passed,  legalizing  all  "Green- 
backs” in  circulation  at  the  time.  As  over  346  million  dollars  were 
still  outstanding,  this  amount  was  fixed  and  had  to  remain  as.  a 
permanent  Dart  of  the  currency.  To  this  day  this  level  is  maintained 
at  346  plus  millions  of  dollars.  In  1923  the  one  dollar  red  seal 
was  discontinued.  In  1966  the  two  dollar  note  was  called  in  and  the 
five  hollar  red  seal  was  discontinued  in  1967. 

As  the  amount  of  3^6  million  dollars  had  to  be  maintained  by  law, 
a .,>100 . 00  red  seal  note  was  issued. 

The  Treasury  Department  records  the  amounts  of  1,  2,  and  5 dollar 
Red  Seal  Notes  turned  in  to  be  destroyed  and  then  distributes  100 
dollar  Red  Seal  Notes  equal  to  this  amount. 

Initially  three  bales  of  4,000  notes  were  released.  The  first  bale 
went  to  Porto  Rico,  serial  numbers  A00000001A  through  A000040004 . 

The  second  bale,  A00004001A  through  A000080000A,  went  to  New  York  City 
as  did  the  third  bale,  A00008001A  through  A00012000A. 

Incidentally  this  is  the  first  time  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  departed  from  the  method  of  overprinting  signatures  and 
» series  year ' , after  the  initial  printing  of  the  notes.  Now  the 
signatures  and  the  ’series  year*  are  engraved  on  the  printing  plates. 
The  red  seal  and  the  red  serial  numbers  are  then  overprinted  afrer 
the  notes  are  originally  run  through  the  presses. 

The  first  issue  was  dated  'series  1966'  and  signed  by  Gran ah an  and 

Fowler;  the  second  issue  was  dated  'series  I966A  and  signal  by  Elston 

and  Kennedy.  As  the  signatures  were  the  only  changes,  it  was  not 

deemed  necessary  to  change  the  'series  year'.  There  are  a.;.;  o star 

notes'  printed  and  issued  for  this  denomination  and  type  currency.

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DAVE  GRANZIN  WOULD  LIKE  SOME  HELP  ON  MICHIGAN  BROKEN  BANK  NOTES. 

I would  like  to  ask  the  help  of  some  of  our  readers  especially  those 
who  are  collecting  Michigan  Broken  Bank  Notes  as  I am.  Recently  I 
purchased  an  entire  collection  of  Michigan  Notes  and  among  them  was 
a $5-00  Branch  Bank  Note  which  immediately  caught  my  eye.  The  note 
is  rather  worn,  but  I would  still  grade  it  better  than  VG,  a small 
piece  of  tape  about  one  half  inch  was  placed  on  the  reverse  side  to 
repair  a tiny  tear  which  is  not  noticable  from  the  front  of  the  note. 
The  note  does  not  contain  the  written  year  after  18,  however  the 
following  information  appears  in  brown  ink;  Cashier  J.  Flunk, 

President  Sam  Slick,  the  word  Branch  was  filled  in  as  well  to  in- 
dicate the  county  of  the  bank.  It  was  made  payable  to  a P.  Stat  and 
all  of  the  ink  written  information  appears  to  have  aged  by  circula- 
tion therefore  I can  only  assume  them  to  be  original  from  the  begin- 
ning of  this  banking  period  in  our  state's  history. 

I checked  Bowen's 'book  "State  Bank  Notes  of  Michigan"  and  he  claims 
no  signatures  were  ever  authorized  for  this  particular  bank. 

Further  the  notes  were  never  circulated  as  the  bank  closed  shortly 
after  opening.  The  actual  president  was  to  be  Mr.  Joel  Burlingame, 
while  the  cashier  an  Elisha  Warren.  No  notes  were  to  have  been 
signed  by  either  of  these  two  individuals.  It  is  known  that  children 
often  scratched  names  on  these  notes  while  using  them  as  play  money 
in  various  games  they  enjoyed.  Also,  dealers  signed  them  themselves 
in  an  effort  to  enhance  their  values  and  travelers  signed  and  cashed 
them  in  foreign  lands.  Mr. Bowen  also  wrote  while  discussing  signa- 
tures that  often  blank  notes  were  signed  using  such  epithets  as 
"U.  B.  Damned".  "I.-  Ketchum"  and  "U.  Cheatem". 

I would  like  to  hear  from  any  of  our  readers  who  might  have  a 
similar  note  in  their  collection  from  this  bank  or  any  others.  Does 
anyone  know  anything  concerning  the  signatures  of  the  bank  itself 
more  specifically  if  notes  were  ever-  stolen  from  those  that  were 
printed?  Were  the  remaining  notes  cut  canceled  when  the  bank  closed 
in  1838  after  being  opened  for  only  a short  time  while  being  organized" 

I consider  the  note  rare  and  a good  example  of  a forgery  of  the  type 
which  Bowen  makes  mention  of  in  his  book.  Needless  to  say  I probably 
will  never  find  out  who  J.  Flunk  or  Sam  Slick  was,  but  I am  sure  who- 
ever penned  those  signatures  on  this  note  never  realized  when  he  did 
that  he  would  be  stirring  .up  so  much  curiosity  today  in  1973*  The 
note  is  not  for  sale.

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’HERSHEY'  HYRNYSHEN  BOOSTS  COLLECTING  OF  PAPER  MONEY. 


Members  of  the  Delaware  County  Coin  Club,  Brookhaven,  Pa.  heard 

guest  speaker  Mitchell  "Hershey"  Hyrnyshen  discuss  his  specialty, 
paper  money,  at  a recent  meeting. 

After  explaining  the  details  of  the  U.S.  currency  note,  the  speaker 
outlined  the  various  ways  in  which  paper  money  may  be  collected. 

He  said  that  national  bank  notes,  for  example,  may  be  collected  from 
cities  bearing  U.S.  Presidents*  names,  such  as  Nixon  and  Taft,  Texas; 
Washington,  Ind. , and  Lincoln,  Neb.  Others  collect  notes  from  towns 
with  women*s  or  men's  names,  such  as  Alma,  Edna,  Josephine,  Alvin, 
Frederick,  .Sylvester  and  so  forth. 

Hyrnyshen  also  mentioned  "radar"  notes  and  error  notes  and  displayed 
his  own  collection  of  notes  autographed  by  famous  persons.  Included 
in  the  exhibit  were  notes  signed  by  President  Nixon,  Vice  President 
Agnew  and  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury  Kennedy,  Connally  and  George  P. 
Shultz,  as  well  as  many  senators  and  governors. 

The  speaker  was  especially  proud  of  a note  in  his  collection 
signed  by  Jack  Dempsey,  who  held  the  heavyweight  boxing  championship 
of  the  world  from  1919  to  1926. 

He  also  boasts  a number  of  $2  ’’racetrack"  notes  signed  by  famous 
jockeys,  horse  owners  and  sports  announcers. 

Hyrnyshen  advised  persons  interested  in  collecting  paper  money  to 
join  a national  organization.  He  holds  membership  in  the  Society  of 
Paper  Money  Collectors  and  the  Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan.
